Gero 
killed two. Danes, and although 
seriously wounded in the head, he 
jumped into a buat, hoisted ‘the 
sails and escaped upon the. open 
sea. .On the 12th of August a 
war steamer cruising near Regen, 

encountered, the boat, in which lay 
Gern bathed in his blood and 
without consciousness, At pres- 
ent he is in the hospital at Danzic, 
where he has sent a letter to. his 
friends, who had previonsly been

There are doubtless throughout the 
entire country, instances in which ignor- 
ance of the facts bas caused the loss of 
votes to the Union side, and no doubt 
abandance of cases exist in which re- 
ligious or class prejudices have—eaused 
a loss of infuence on the side of the 
Government; but, even these are not so 
much to be deplored as is the want of 
appreciation of the value of his vote and 
his own dignity as an American citizen, 
which could induce a man to cast away 
for pure spite, his influence so politically 
fet tor good or evil in the election just 
prst. 

That such instances have been few, is

ple, or so devoid of intellect.

Chicago, Nov. 7th. 

This afternoon’s Journal says yester- 
day telegrams were received by John 
Wentworth announcing the coming of 
large numbers of bushwhackers. Col. 
Sweet, commanding Camp Douglas, was 
communicated with and orders were at 
once issued for the arrest of the desper- 
ados upon their arrival. The fact leak- 
~ ed out, and the faithful fonnd means to 
apprise their friends, and the bush whack- 
ers left the train at the city limits and 
scattered in the city in various direc- 
tions. The military and police are con- 
stantly scouring the city, and have pick- 
ed up hundreds of them. A propellor, 
with nearly a hendred suspicious char- 
acters, arrived here this morning from 
Canada. The military and police are 
after them and all will be captured. Col. 
Sweet for some time bas been awareffof 
the existence of a rebel plot to release 
prisoners at Camp Dougtas and burn the 
city. His detectives have been at work 
‘and with success, and through the evi- 
dence obtained not being sufficiently 
conclusive to warrant the arrest of them- 
as conspirators, it was deemed necessary 
to strike at once such ones as were un- 
questionably treasonable. Col. Sweet 
- has proof ia his possession that it was 
the plan of the rebel conspirators to re- 
lease the rebel prisoners at Camp Doug- 
Jas and:buro the city. The camp was 
to-have-been attached on two sides to- 
roorrow: night, the prisoners to be releas 
and to be pillaged and. burn- 
ed.

Army Potomac, 6th. 
Quite a lively time between pickets on 
the left of the line on Friday night, re- 
sulting inthe loss of a few men on each 
side. Yesterday there was a good deal 
of artillery firing near the Jerusalem 
plank road, withont loss to us. Last 
night the pickets in the same vicinity 
opened fire shortly after dark and kept 
it up sharply all night. At about 11 a. 
m. the rebels attempted to advance their 
picket line to recover the ground that 
our men took last week. but failed. A 
citizen of Richmond arrived within our 
lines yesterday morning. He left there 
to escape conscription. He tells the old 
story of want and -destitntion in Rich- 
mond, the Georgia rioters operating 
nightly in the streets, and bigh prices for 
the necessaries of life, etc.; also says the 
rebels in front of Petersburg are mining 
under our works, but very little faith is 
placed in the report.

Commercial’s Washington special says 
California officials express feurs that the 
French and secession refagees in Mexico 
will endeavor to expel the American 
Minister from Sonora and excite trouble 
between the two countries.
